although it is not known what fig¬ 
ure they have put forward. 

Blackpool are also thought to have 
made an official approach, while 
Premier League newboys QPR are 
understood to have been in touch 
too. 

Puncheon was left out of this 
month’s pre-season tour to 
Switzerland, instead being left 
behind to train with the club’s 
youngsters. 

He also suffered the ignominy of 
playing in Wednesday’s under-21 
friendly win against AFC Totton, 
although he responded to the 
embarrassing situation by turning 
in a stand-out performance.

In his first season there, he made

relegated from the top flight. 

He helped them return the next 
season, though, scoring nine goals 
in 33 matches. 

But his production diminished 
back in the Eredivisie during the 
last campaign, netting three times 
in 31 appearances. 

Saints believe he can be success¬

Lallana will undoubtedly fill the 
left side of midfield, with Holmes 
likely to back him up.

Quite why Dispatches seemed 
to find it strange that the club 
was in the hands of someone 
who is now deceased is beyond 
me. 

It’s not exactly rocket science, 
is it? 

What was distasteful was that 
the situation with Saints seemed 
to merit more airtime than the 
situation down the road at 
Fratton Park. 

So let me get this straight, the 
fact that Southampton FC is reg¬ 
istered under the name DMWSL 
is somehow of more concern that 
the likes of Gaydamak, Chainrai 
and the Arab businessman who 
apparently never existed? 

Quite how the programme can 
find the ownership of 
Southampton worthy of a 

mention and yet not utter 
one single word about 
the unholy mess that 
we, the taxpayers of 
this country, have 
funded is beyond me. 

The Alex 

Chamberlain situation 
is again front page news 
and, somewhat ironically 
so, is Arsene Wenger. 

Wenger moans yet CHAMBERLAIN 
again about his 
Manchester City counterpart 
Roberto Mancini, who has said 
that he still hopes to sign Sami 
Nasri by the end of the month. 

Apparently publicly stating a 


player would benefit from going 
to a certain club, or expressing 
an interest in a certain player 
publicly, is unfair. 

This coming from the same 
Arsene Wenger who stated 
about Alex Chamberlain 
back in January of this 
year: “We will try 
now. We need an 
agreement with 
Southampton. We 
need an agreement 
with the player, and 
we are not the only 
ones on the case. But 
we try as hard as we 
can as I like him as a 
player." 

Of course, to the 
rest of the world, 
there is no difference between 
Mancini expressing an interest 
in Nasri and Wenger expressing 
an interest in Chamberlain. 

It’s only in the mind of Arsene 


Wenger that somehow he’s being 
hard done by and we’re not. 

The harsh truth is that you 
can’t silence every manager in 
the country, and quite rightly so. 

If Arsene Wenger rates 
Chamberlain, then he should be 
fully entitled to say so. 

But if he wants to turn the play¬ 
er’s head then he should accept 
the consequences and the conse¬ 
quences are Nicola Cortese’s 
alleged £12 million asking price. 

I’m heartily sick of managers 
disrupting clubs by expressing 
an interest in them and then 
leaving them alone and unset¬ 
tled. 

The effects Wenger’s public 
admiration may have on the 
player will be noticeable, and 
who could blame Chamberlain if 
he feels disgruntled at being 
courted and courted and courted 
and then dumped? 

How did Wenger feel his 


actions would impact on Saints’ 
pre season? 

Does he care? 

If Alex Chamberlain wants to 
go, let him - but only at the right 
price for us as a club. 

If Wenger wants to pay £12 mil¬ 
lion and perhaps a player on 
loan then fine, if not then don’t 
let the exit door hit your back¬ 
side on the way out. 

Southampton Football Club is 
not your feeder club any more, 
we’re a financially independent 
organisation with ambitions of 
our own. 

If you want our player, pay the 
going rate. 

If not, then you know where 
you can go. 

Somehow, I can’t see Nicola 
Cortese entertaining Wenger’s 
mind games. 

It should be an interesting cou¬ 
ple of weeks....

There are times when it’s 
right to have your say, and 
other times when you should 
keep quiet - and this is one of 
those times to just get your 
head down and get on with it. 

Part of Chamberlain’s state¬ 
ment was a bit naive too, when 
he said “I could spend a year 
in the Championship and, 
though this might sound nega¬ 
tive, I could get injured and 
that opportunity might be 
lost.” 

Well, you could also get 
knocked down by a bus cross¬ 
ing the road. 

He’s a young lad and Ihe’s 
just got to get on with his foot¬ 
ball. 

If Southampton are going to 
sell him then it will happen 
sooner or later. 

The interviews obviously 
make the situation difficult -

ALEX Chamberlain has certainly set the cat 
amongst the St Mary’s pigeons this week. 

His interviews in two national newspapers stat¬ 
ing that he feels he is ready to play in the Premier 
League - and that therefore he could leave Saints 
this summer to achieve it as quickly as possible - 
is not what Nigel Adkins needed. 

The interviews were believed to be unautho¬ 
rised by the club and, as such, they have decided 
to fine him for his actions. 

The whole thing is a massive distraction 
Saints could really do without. 

It has opened up a debate on their handling 
of the Chamberlain situation and, on 
. reflection, you have to confess it is a 
L tricky situation for Adkins and 
W r > Nicola Cortese. 

” Seasoned Saints watchers 
have been there and seen 
this all before - a star 
player gets the sniff of a 
massive move to a big¬ 
ger club and is proba¬ 
bly advised on things to 
do to make it happen. 

If Adam Rant were 
advising Chamberlain, 
and he really want¬ 
ed to go to 
Arsenal, I would 
have told him to 
put in a transfer request. 
You can do it in a pri¬ 
vate and respectful man¬ 
ner. 

Chamberlain has 
opted for the newspaper 
route, which probably 
indicates the move is 
off the boil a little and 
he wants the suitors to 
know his intentions to 
M try and force some¬ 
thing to happen. 

Also, with Saints 
| backed into a cor¬ 
ner facing the 
prospect of ] 
potentially hav¬ 
ing to sell one of 
their star play¬ 
ers, they may negotiate more rapidly to 
get a deal done. 

Whatever you think of his tactics, 
nobody should blame Chamberlain for 
wanting to join Arsenal - nobody com¬ 
plains when a player from Exeter or 
Bristol Rovers wants to better themselves 
by joining Saints, so it’s not any different. 

And for all those that have argued it’s 
not done Theo Walcott much good, 

Adam Rant would ask ‘the multi-mil¬ 
lionaire Premier League, Champions League and 
England footballer Theo Walcott?’ 

Bet he’s kicking himself he didn’t have two 
years in League One. 

From a Saints point of view, it is always hard to 
deal with - and let’s not forget that Cortese is an 
inexperienced chairman still, and Adkins has 
not had a vast deal of experience in dealing with 
interest from clubs on this level. 

They can only handle it as they see fit. 






But, as galling as it might be and though it 
might prick their tempers somewhat, they need 
to be pragmatic in their approach. 

It’s all very well and good thinking you won’t 
sell a player for far more than their market value 
and, if nobody reaches that, then you’ll hold him 
to his contract. 

A club one day may take a stance and banish a 
player to the reserves to prove a point. 

But the reason that doesn’t happen is that it 
doesn’t make business sense - and Saints are a 
business, one whose last accounts showed they 
are losing money at a reasonable rate. 

They are also a team and an unhappy player is 
no good to Adkins, and it’s no good to his team¬ 
mates who know he wants to leave. 

Any sub-standard performance, which 
you will get from a 17-year-old stepping 
up to a level he has never played at 
before this coming season, is going to be 
questioned as being a lack of motivation 
or dedication to the team. 

Don’t think that just makes life hard 
for Chamberlain; it’s the whole side. 
More importantly, and this is the key 
thing for Saints, they have to plan for the 
new season. 

They are hardly a club bursting at 
DKINS the seams with wide right midfield 
players - in fact, the outbound Jason 
Puncheon aside, they don’t have a recognised 
and proven man in that role. 

Chamberlain is a real focal point for them, a 
player they are certain can make the step up to 
the Championship in a squad that contains a few 
question marks. 

If he were to go, then they need a replacement. 
To keep him right until the end of the window 
will provide not only a massive distraction 
Saints don’t need at a tough enough time any¬ 
way, but also leave their plans in tatters if he 
goes right at the close of the window. 

Many of the best players will be gone and Saints 
can’t afford to have a makeshift to replace a star. 
The only caveat to this is that no one outside 
of those running the club can be certain 
where any potential cash from the sale 
will go. 

If it wouldn’t be reinvested in the squad 
then you can see the argument for try¬ 
ing to hold on by asking a crazy price. 

If you want to be critical of the club, 
then you could argue this situation was 
always on the cards. 

And, just as the Alan Pardew saga was 
allowed to drag through the summer of 
2010 and then derail the start of the last 
campaign, this has been allowed to fes¬ 
ter too. Admittedly it’s hard to deal with, 
but deal with it Saints must.

Adkins and Cortese need to have only one 
thought now - to do what is 
in the best interests of 
the club, and forget 
everybody else.

Understandably, 
Eastleigh’s change of direction has 
been met with scepticism from 
some fans, fearing a play-off near 
miss will be followed by a season 
of struggle.

“Contrary to what people say on 
the forum and suchlike, we’re not 
a bunch of blithering idiots.

Here, the Sports Pink looks at the 
most impressive facts and figures 
ahead of the London Games. 

• Over 200 buildings had to be demol¬ 
ished at the 2.5sqkm Olympic Park. 

• The five host boroughs are 
Newham, Hackney, Waltham Forest, 
Tower Hamlets and Greenwich. 

• Organisers received more than one 
million ticket requests for the men's 
100 metres final, which takes place at 
the Olympic Stadium on August 5. 

• 2000 newts will be relocated from 
the Olympic Park to the Waterworks 
Nature Reserve in Lee Valley. 

• 14 lighting towers are needed to illu¬ 
minate the Olympic Stadium because 
the 2012 Games will be the first to use 
HD TV freeze-frame coverage and they 
will be essential to capture the action 

• There were around 700,000 suc¬ 
cessful applicants in the first round of 
ticket sales, meaning 1.2 million 
missed out on their initial preferences. 

• The Olympic Village will be the most 
spacious in Olympic history with 
17,320 beds and an average 16sqm 
floor space per athlete. 



• The 2012 Summer Olympic torch 
relay will last 70 days, visit six islands 
and will see around 8,000 people carry 
the torch 300m each. It will start in 
Land’s End, Cornwall on May 19. 

• The Olympic hockey pitches will be 
blue - the first time an Olympic or 
world event has differed from the tradi¬ 
tional green-coloured synthetic turf - 
to improve viewing for players, fans 
and officials. 

• The Olympic mascot, Wenlock, is 
named after Much Wenlock in 
Shropshire where the Wenlock 
Olympian Society held its first 
Olympian Games in 1850. His 
Paralympics mascot equivalent, 
Mandeville, got his name from Stoke 
Mandeville Hospital in Aylesbury, 
which held the Stoke Mandeville 
Games from 1948 and was the inspira¬ 
tion for the Paralympics. 

• More than 800,000 tonnes of soil - 
enough to fill the Royal Albert Hall nine 
times over - had to be taken away 
before construction of the Olympic 
Stadium could begin. 

• The Olympic Village will be convert¬ 
ed into as many as 3,600 apartments 
after the Games. 

• A tri-generation plant will supply 
electricity, heat and chilled water to the 
Olympic Park using technology which 
produces 33 per cent lower C02 emis¬ 
sions than from the electricity grid. 

IThe International Broadcast Centre is 
the size of six full-length football pitch¬ 
es and will be the base for around 
20,000 broadcasters, photographers 
and journalists. 


‘Fabulous’job for 


SEBASTIAN Coe is used to early 
starts and punishing regimes - 
after all, he spent most of his early 
adult life pounding the streets as 
he honed his fitness to challenge 
for Olympic titles. 

Now, as chairman of the London 2012 
organising committee, it seems that lit¬ 
tle has changed in the way of the 
demands of life. 

“I am normally out of bed by 5.15am 
most mornings and in the office or 
doing something of a 2012 nature by 
8am,” Coe said ahead of next 
Wednesday’s milestone of one year to 
go to the start of the first Olympics in 
this country since 1948. 

“It’s not unusual for me to leave the 
office at 7.30pm and there is often a din¬ 
ner afterwards.” 

A punishing regime it may be, but Coe 
insists it is one he relishes - and a stroll 
in the park compared to his days as an 
athlete. 

“It’s a fabulous job to be doing,” he 
added. 

“I wake up every morning looking for¬ 
ward to what the day brings. 

“It is a little like when I was training - 
some days were better than others but 
you know you are heading towards an 
Olympic final, except for me now it is 
the opening ceremony. 

“Probably 99% of this job is just being 
there and getting it done and it feels 
quite natural to me having had such a 
background in sport. 

“Track and field is hard graft and you 
just have to grind it out. 

“This is much more enjoyable and 
there are days of sheer pleasure. 

“The variation of the days is so fantas¬ 
tic, there is extraordinary variation. 

“This week I have been in Newcastle 
one day with the nations and regions 
programme then meeting the Jamaican 
national Olympic committee in my 
office the next.” 

The sheer scale of the Olympic project 
is frightening. 

Coe, pictured below, descrbies it as 
being like staging the world champi¬ 
onships of 26 different sports in the 
same city simultaneously. 

There are a vast number of decisions 
that have to be made about the running 
of the Games. 

The other side of Coe’s job could seem 
to an outsider to be somewhat repeti¬ 
tive: 

Dignitaries, sponsors and visitors 
have to be entertained and shown 
London’s preparations; 

Schoolchildren have to be inspired; 

The regions outside of London 
have to be persuaded they are part 
of the Games. 

Coe insists, though, that he draws 
huge satisfaction from those tasks. 

“I feel real pride at the extraordi¬ 
nary progress we have made on the 
Olympic Park. You cannot fail 
to feel proud when you are 
showing around 
politicians, 
schools

“There is only one spot 
for the Test event as there 
would be for the Olympics 
next year,” he said.

“I don’t know whether I have had 
an easy ride,” said Coe. “But if you 
speak to international federations 
and a good chunk of IOC members 
they are complimentary about the 
relationship between the organis¬ 
ing committee and the media. 

“There was a genuine concern 


when we were bidding that the 
British media’s forensic nature 
would be a bit off-putting. We have 
a very good working relationship 
and it is important that the media 
do hold us to account.” 

Perhaps London have created the 
easy ride by hitting those deadlines 
and keeping to those budgets. 

A sign, surely, that they have 
employed the right people, such as 
Paul Deighton, the chief executive 
of the organising committee who 
left a much better paid job at 
Goldman Sachs to pursue his own 
Olympic dream. 


The one cloud on the horizon con¬ 
cerns the future of the Olympic 
Stadium. 

Coe would like nothing better 
than to see the world athletics 
championships coming to Britian 
for the first time ever but 
Tottenham’s legal action for a judi¬ 
cial review of the decision to award 
the stadium to West Ham after the 
Games is threatening London’s bid 
for the 2017 event. 

“The 2017 world athletics champi¬ 
onships would be an extraordinary 
legacy for the stadium and for 
London,” said Coe.

Tortuous 
build-up 
goes on 

THERE has been no more tortu¬ 
ous process in the Olympic 
build-up so far than the one 
which involves a sport few think 
of as even being part of the 
event. 

Around the world, Olympic 
football - an Under-23 tourna¬ 
ment with three over-age play¬ 
ers for men and a mini World 
Cup for the women - is a pretty 
significant event. 

Argentina won the last two 
gold medal games thanks to the 
efforts of players such as Lionel 
Messi, Javier Mascherano and 
Carlos Tevez. 

That they have not qualified for 
London 2012 robs the entire 
Games of one of its stand-out 
performers, given Messi would 
have been virtually certain to be 
involved. 

Spain will be represented as a 
legacy of the European Under- 
21 Championship win, as will 
Brazil, ensuring a hefty sprin¬ 
kling of stardust. 

But no-one quite knows what 
format the British team will take. 

When the Olympics was an 
amateur event, nobody was that

fussed. 

Sometimes Great Britain was 
an all-English team, on other 
occasions, Scottish, Welsh and 
Irish players were selected. Matt 
Busby and Walter Winterbottom 
were notable managers. 

However, as payments to play¬ 
ers rose, so the Olympics lost 
their relevance and, after 1972, 
Britain declined to enter. 

It has remained that way ever 
since due to historical political 
reasons. 

As the founders of the modern 
sport, the four Home Nations 
have retained their indepen¬ 
dence and between them get a 
permanent place at FIFA's top 
table. 

What good it does is open to 
considerable debate given the 
shambles of last year, when 
England mustered a single vote 
in addition to their own in a 
quite staggering World Cup bid¬ 
ding process. 

Mike Lee, the highly influential 
and brilliantly successful PR 
guru who somehow helped 
Qatar to secure the 2020 com¬ 
petition, has claimed that pre¬ 
served place is a handicap when 
it comes to relations within the 
international fold. 

However, the Home Nations 
are adamant they will not give it 
up, nor their national identity, by 
combining to form a British 
team.

IT seemed so obvious: London would 
host the 2012 Olympics and the 
surge of interest would inspire a 
whole new generation to take up run¬ 
ning, cycling, rowing or whatever. 

A nation crazy about watching sport would 
become a nation mad about taking part in it 
too. 

London 2012 bid leaders made a big deal out 
of it, promising in Singapore that the youth 
not just of Britain but of the world would be 
inspired. 

There was, and is, one big problem: it does¬ 
n’t just happen like that. 

Hugh Robertson, the Olympics and sports 
minister, is well aware of the challenge. 

“I wouldn’t for a moment underestimate the 
difficulty of what we are trying to do. No pre¬ 
vious host city has managed to boost partici¬ 
pation on the back on an Olympic Games so 
we have set ourselves an incredibly difficult 
challenge,” he conceded. 

“I don’t think anyone appreciated that it is 
like turning around a tanker. We are looking 
at long-term increases in participation, not 
short-term.” 

The figures about increases in participation 
in sport have not been encouraging - and, like 
all statistics, can be massaged for different 
ends. 

The previous government committed first to 
getting two million people more active, then 
one million more people playing sport, and 
then that was watered down again to one mil-

lion more people playing more sport. 

So is Robertson fighting a pointless 
battle? 

He insists not. 

“Participation is one of the most 
important planks of the whole 
Olympics project,” he said. “We 
promised the world we would do so in 
Singapore in 2005. 

“Clearly we want to win medals and 
World Cups but I also want a real 
focus on extending the opportunities 
for mass participation in sport. 

“It is the right challenge to set. This 
is the most important thing in sport 
and I think the ‘Whole Sport Plan’ 
being run by Sport England is the 
right way to proceed. 

“Two years into the scheme and 
some sports governing bodies have got 
it and are making the right moves, but 
others are taking longer.” 

There are many different aspects to 
legacy of course, and to focus on just 
sporting participation misses other 
key areas. 

There will be an obvious for sport in 
terms of bricks and mortar: perma¬ 
nent facilities such as a velodrome, 
aquatics centre and a modern athletics 
stadium which London has, for 
bizarre historical reasons, been with¬ 
out.

by communities and schools. 

The other benefit, and one that 
Robertson believes is actually the 
most important for elite sport, is in 
terms of funding. 

The £125milhon in Lottery funding 
that UK Sport distributes to Olympic 
sports will continue through to 2016 in 
Rio de Janeiro. 

There will be no sudden drop off a 
financial cliff edge that sports in other 
Olympic host countries have experi¬ 
enced. 

“It is the most important elite lega¬ 


cy,” said Robertson. “Funding has 
been secured for the Rio 2016 cycle at 
the same level as in the run-up to 
London. 

“Normally you get extra money for a 
home Games but we have managed to 
keep this going. 

“It makes our Olympic squads 
amongst the best-resourced anywhere 
in the world.” 

There is, of course, economic and 
social legacy associated with the 
regeneration of a huge area of London 
that was desperately in need of mod¬ 
ernisation, with the job creation and 
commercial opportunities that have 
accompanied the Games. 

There is also the small matter of 
national pride, something that 
Robertson believes will swell notice¬ 
ably over the next year. 

He said: “Pride in the Olympics is 
incredibly difficult to quantify and is 
tied up with our national character. 

“In this country we tend to come to 
the party a little bit later than some 
other nations but when we arrive we 
really pick it up and make it work. 

“When the Olympics arrive people 
are really going to embrace it - it’s 
going to be mad and memorable, and 
then as a nation we will have a long 
Indian summer reflecting in the glory 
of what we have achieved.”

Murray: I 
can’t wait 
for 2012 

ANDY Murray believes the Olympic 
tournament at Wimbledon next year 
will be viewed on a par with the grand 
slams by the world's top tennis play¬ 
ers. 

The best of the ATP and WTA Tours 
will return to SW19 less than a month 
after the All England Championships 
to battle for gold, silver and bronze 
rather than the most prestigious tro¬ 
phies in the sport. 

The reintroduction of tennis to the 
Olympic programme in 1988 was not 
without its critics, who argued it 
would not be the pinnacle of the 
sport. 

There have certainly been some 
unexpected gold medallists, Marc 
Rosset and Nicolas Massu chief 
among them, but the Beijing Games 
in 2008 saw almost all the best play¬ 
ers enter and the cream rose to the 
top. 

Rafael Nadal won the gold medal in 
the men’s singles and declared it one 
of his proudest achievements, and 
Murray thinks the 2012 tournament 
will prove the biggest yet. 

Asked where the Olympics ranks for 
the players, he said: “It’s very impor-

tant, it’s right up there. All of the top 
players want to play in the Olympics 
now. 

“When you are part of the Olympics 
and have been to an opening ceremo¬ 
ny and have stayed in an Olympic vil¬ 
lage, you see how great a competi¬ 
tion it is and how important it is to 
win medals for your country and rep¬ 
resent your country. 

“For all of the tennis players, playing 
at Wimbledon is special at any time, 
but obviously now it’s part of the 
Olympics it’s something different that 
we will never have experienced 
before. 

“Normally it’s all whites at 
Wimbledon but I think that’s not 
going to be the case during the 
Olympics, which is something a little 
bit different. 

“That place has got so much history 
as well. That combined with the histo¬ 
ry of the Olympics will make it amaz¬ 
ing.” 

Murray made his Olympic debut as 
a 21-year-old in Beijing but it did not 
exactly go to plan, with the Scot beat¬ 
en by Lu Yen-hsun in the first round 
of the singles before a crushing sec¬ 
ond-round doubles loss alongside 
brother Jamie. 

Murray is keen to give the men’s 
doubles another go with Jamie, and 
would also be open to playing in the 
mixed doubles, which has been rein¬ 
troduced to the Olympic programme 
for next year.

FRIENDS LIFE T20 QUARTER-FINAL PREVIEW: 

Hants aiming 
to progress 
to qualifiers 


HAMPSHIRE are aiming to win through to 
the Champions League qualifiers. 

Last season’s English t20 champions 
never got the chance to compete alongside 
champion sides from other countries to the 
late finishing of their county campaign. 

But the two finalists in this season’s 
Friends Life t20 tournament will compete 
in a six-team qualifying tournament which 
starts just a few days after the 2011 English 
season finishes. 

One of the sides already through is 
Auckland, who won the New Zealand t20 
competition. 

That means Hampshire’s Jimmy Adams, 
below, who helped Auckland lift the HRV 
Cup, is definitely taking part in the tourna¬ 
ment even if the Royals don’t get there. 

Kolkata Knight Riders, from the Indian 
Premier League, are also in the quali¬ 
fying event along with W 
Indies t20 winners Trinidad & 

Tobago and Sri Lankan win¬ 
ners 

Seven teams have been 
given direct entry into the 
main Champions League 
- including three from 
the Indian Premier 
League, Mumbai, 

Bangalore and reigning 
champions Chennai Super 
Kings (who boast Aussie 
Mike Hussey, Indian skip¬ 
per MS Dhoni and Sri Lankan 
legend Muttiah Muralitharan). 

Australia and South Africa, 
whose cricket boards own the CL along 
with India, both have two teams through. 

Representing Australia will be KFC Big 
Bash 2011 champs South Australia, who 
include ex-Hampshire t20 winner Dan 
Christian, and runners-up New South 
Wales, whose squad should include ex-Rose 
Bowl men Stuart Clark and Dominic 
Thornely. 

Cape Cobras - who included Essex man 
Owais Shah - won the South African t20 
tournament, with Warriors runners-up. 

Due to the qualifying event starting so 
soon after the English season finishes, no- 
one is really expecting an English county to 
do so well in the CL. 

“The cards are stacked against our play¬ 
ers and counties being successful in the 
Champions League," Professional 
Cricketers Association chief executive 
Angus Porter said. 

“The qualifying tournament starts just 
two days after the end of the English sea¬ 
son, which means that there will be little 
chance for our sides to go out there and pre¬ 
pare. 

“We won't know which sides have quali¬ 
fied until three weeks before the start of 
the qualifying tournament which means 
that processing visa applications will be a 
challenge" 

“It’s right that we participate this year 
and see how it goes. 

“But it does cause complications for our 
own domestic season and it is likely that we 
review whether it is a good thing for us. 

“It's a good thing from a player's point of 
view in terms of experience, but the argu¬ 
ment that it was a way of generating signif¬ 
icant additional monies for players and the 
English game has been weakened by the 
current finances of the tournament,” 
Porter added.

Leicestershire’s Andrew McDonald was 
top with 510 runs at 63.75. 

Former Hampshire batsman Adam 
Voges finished fourth with 470 runs for 
Nottinghamshire at 31.33.
